To consolidate and amend the Laws relating to the Sale of 
Wine, Spirits, Beer and Cider, by Retail in Ireland.

R <£ 8 & by an Act passed in the Sixth year of the reign 
of his late Majesty King Geokge the Fourth, intituled, 
“ An Act to repeal the several Duties payable on Excise Licenses in 
Great Britain and Ireland, and to impose other Duties in lieu thereof, 
5 and to amend the Law for granting Excise Licenses,” it is amongst 
other things enacted, that no Excise License shall be granted under or 
by authority of that Act for the Sale of any Beer, Cider or Perry, by 
Retail, to be drank or consumed in the house or premises of the person 
or persons applying for such License, to any person or persons who 
10 shall not produce, at the time of applying for such License, a Certificate 
or Authority then in force to him her or them in that behalf granted 
in due form of law by Justices of the Peace or Magistrates, or other 
competent persons, for such person or persons applying for such License 
to keep a common Inn, Alehouse or Victualling-house ; and any License 
15 granted to any other person than aforesaid, is declared to be null

And whereas the Laws for granting such Certificate or Authority by 
the Justices of the Peace and Magistrates in Ireland have become con- 
fused, doubtful and complicated, and the requiring the said Certifi-

and to authorize the proper Officers of Excise in Ireland to grant such

And whereas the Laws for regulating the conduct of persons licensed 
to sell Wine, Spirits, Beer, Ale and Cider by retail in Ireland, to be 5 
drank or consumed on the premises, have become very numerous and 
complicated, and it would greatly tend to the Public benefit to amend 
and simplify the same, and for that purpose to collect into one Act the 
several Regulations and Provisions thereof;
